Anoiber Withdrawal. 


Tae President has furnish*d another 


instance of bis determination to correct

The majority report of the House 


Committee on Civil Service upon the 
bill to repeal the Pendleton bill wan 
submitted to the House Thursday. It 
is as follows: 


Your Committee find this bill, instead 


of either improving or enlarging the 
•aope ol the present Uw, simply pro- 
Tides for its unconditional and absolute 
repeal. They report adversely, and ask 
that the Vill lie upon the table, for tbt> 
following and farther reasons: 


First—The principle of divorcing the 


subordinate office* of the GoTernment 
from politics and elections and making 
them officially dependent, not upon 
party sertioe, bit upon moral and good 
bebaTior, is a good one, and to' far as 
the principle is sustained by the present 
law, the Committee think there should 
be no change. 


Second—The preientlaw has not been 


on the statute books long enough to 
kav* bad a full and complete trial. If 
for no other reason than this the Com- 
mittee will oppose any measure provid- 
inf fer its absolute repeal." 


Third—No reason or information baa 


•eon presented to this Committee jus- 
tifying the unconditional repeal of the 
present law.

Although a great many speeches bar* 


been made and a great deal of time con- 
sumed in the discussion of the question, 
really almost nothing has been accom- 
plished thus far by either house of Con- 
gress, BO far as devising any plan that ii 
likely to become n law. The Treasury 
officials bate spent considerable thought 
upon the subject of deviling a compro- 
mise that will be satisfactory to all con- 
cerned. The principal points of the 
proposed scheme are as follows; 


"The problem to be solved is an ex- 


tended use of silver. This can best be 
obtained by the substitution of subsid- 
iary or fra'ctional silver coin of greater 
weight and beauty lor the standard sil- 
yer dollar. The element of beauty is 
sadly deficient in the present subsidiary 
coin. 
Of course, it is out of the ques- 


tion to increase the weight of Ike pres- 
ent silver dollar, but halves could be 
made weighing 220 to 250 grains, and 
quarters and dimes in the same propor- 
tion. That in this form ft much more 
extended use of sil»er could be made, 
and that it would ha»e the further ad- 
Tantage lhat it would be largely ab- 
sorbed by the islands lying on our bor- 
ders, and such of the Southern Ameri- 
can States as are not provided with 
Mints of their own, does not admit of 
question. A large amount of subsidiary 
silTer was made in this way until the re- 
demptioii Act of 1879 «u passed. Thul 
Act practically put our subsidiary com 
at a premium, us regards the coinage of 
other countries, because no such pro- 
vision is made by any other nation on 
the globe.

WASHJKOTON, March 11,-Anionf the 


petitions presented and referred in the 
Senate to-day was on* by Jonei, of Ne- 
vada, from the National Bi-meUllie Ai- 
radiation, and as it* subject matter, he 
said, was one of tranisendent importance 
to the industries of the country, he 
wonid ask unanimous consent to submit 
a few observations on it. Unanimous 
consent baring been obtained, Jones ad- 
dressed the Senate on it. The memor- 
ial, be naid, showed in a striking light 
the disastrous effect* of the silver pro- 
duct* of the United States on the com- 
petition of India. The extraordinarily 
rapid development and expansion of all 
the resources of India line* 1873, Jone* 
said, was the direct result cf its use of 
silver money, and instead of that conn- 
try being held up to us a* a warning it 
should be taken as an example to guide 
us. 


Morrill asked Jones whether the 


reason for the depression of the wheat 
growth in Great Britain was not tkat an 
importer of that oereal could buy Indian 
rupees for one shilling and sixpence 


and the issue of coins like tboae de- 
scribed above, would secure for us a 
monopoly of their use in the labor mar- 
ket* of tb* countries named. Our sub. 
sidiary coin now has only 385 8-10 
grains, end the standard dollar ha* duly 
412/i grain* of silver to the 
Tue proposed silver coinage 
' 


dollar. 
should 


have nearer a dollar's worth of metal in 
a dollar of coin. In 1854 when a silrer 
dellar w** at a premium of from three 
to four per cent, all the silver went oat 
of the country; not a dollar could be 
found except in the bands of collectors 
and speculators. Bnt since that time 
there ba* been a large amount of silver 
mined. There is no lengar any East 
India demand to speak of, and an ex- 
cess of nearly 20,000,000 ounce* has 
been mined. Of course this has lower- 
ed the price." 


The Treasury officials profess to be 


strong friende of silver, and lay that 
they are anxious that a great deal more, 
instead of less, shall be coiued and used. 
They believe that the plan outlined 
above will accomplish Ihie result, and 
they fexl very anxious to see it tried. 
It will meet with strong opposition iu 
the House. Bnt there is a belief that 
something of a similar nature will be- 
come a law.

Senator Jenn, of Nevada, when in 


New York a day or two ago, Raid that 
the people in Now York city who as- 
sum* to know all about finance do not 
know the first principle* of it. They 
want ua to comedown to a gold standard 
because that would give the few pos- 
sessors of gold abselste control of the 
country for good or till. We don't need 
gold at all. What we need in the cur- 
rency is that it shall h«ve a fixed ratio 
to population, shall be calculable and 
shall be numerical. If we have to-day 
$1,000,000,000 in gold as currency in 
the country and 60,000,000 people to 
use it and in ten years our population 
ehall increase to 80,000,000 and the gold 
be no more, it i» absurd to say that the 
value of tb* dollar has not changed. You 
might throw your thousand million dol- 
lar* into the ocean and substitute paper 
dollar*, and they would be just as valu- 
able a currency. 
They would be in de- 


mand just as much as a mint of ex- 
change. What we need in currency i* 
that it shall be issued to keep poo* with 
the population. 
The currency should 


be numerical and that is the only quality 
it absolutely requires.
